After.the latter had gone 
away, however, this sailor came out again 
and the quarrel recommenced, Qtheronilors 
about a dozen.in number appeared on the 
scene with logs of wood and ‘capstan bars, 
which they used freely upon the. Ohinese 
eoolies, The chief disturber drow a knife, 
opened it with hia teeth, and, although. it 
would seom that one of his companions
